Statistics for the year 1938. The partiéulars for 1938 are subjedt 
ize slight revision when finally checked. 1937 particulars are given 
in parentheses, A detailed analysis of the Statistics will be given 
when the final summary is published in the Statistical Register. 


iy POPULATION, 592,292 (588,678), 
The population of the State on 30th June 1938 was 592,292 


(588,678), increase 7,614.

II, MARRIAGES. 5,489 (5,340). 
NUMBER CELEBRATED. 5,489 (5,340) increase 149 on the record of 
the previous year; making an increase of 2,420 during the last 7 years. 

The rate per 1,00 of mean population was 9.26 (9.06), being the 
highest rate since 19145, except for 1920 which was abnormal - due to 
the marriages of returned soldiers.

The number of Births registered had fallen from 11,492 in 1927 to 
8,279 in 1935. There has been an increase each year since 1955, the 
total for 1938 being 9,410 (8,985), an increase of 425 on 1937 and of 
1,140 on 1935, but still about 2,200 below the annual average of the 
years 1910-29, and the crude birth rate 15.88 (15425) is the lowest 
except for the seven previous years. 


SEXES. Males 4,863 (4,611), Females 4,547 (4,374) representing 
106.95 (105.42) males to every 100: females.

(3.47) per 100 births, the lowest rate since 1890.

2 During the year 5,539 (5,247) deaths were registered, an increase 

of 292 on the previous year. Rates per 1,000 of the mean population 
were 9.35 (8.91). Commencing with 1922 there Had been a general, 
though irregular, fall in the death rate until 1933, when the rate of 
8.4) was the lowest on record. The rates for the last 5 years have 
been higher again, thcugh irregular. 


SEXES. Males 2,917 (2,823), Females 2,622 (2,421). 


V. INFANTILE DEATHS. 287 (297). 


There was « decrease of LO in the number of deaths of Infants 
under 1 year of age, the numbers being 287 (297). The infantile death 
rate of 30.57 (33-05) is believed to be the lowest for any country in 
the world, the previous lowest being 30.96 for New Zealand in 1936, 
in which year South Australia was very close with 31,09. The rate in 
this State is only about half the rate 20 years ago, and one third of 
the rate around 1900.

VII. EXTERNAL VIOLENCE. 


There were 20 less accidental &c. deaths, 16 more suicides and 3 
less homicides in 1938 than in 1937. Total accidental &c. deaths 
were 290 (310), chief causes being :- Falls 60 (62), automobiles 99 
(103), burns 15 (18), drowning 22 (40), railways and tramways 16 Cas, 
other transport 17 (16), firearms 7 (6). 


VIII. TUBERCULOSIS, CANCER, HEART DISEASES AND NEPHRITIS. 


Except for irregular movements since 1930, the rate per 10,000 of 
mean population for tuberculosis has been showing a heavy continuous 
fall, the rate for 1938 being less than half of the rate 20 years ago, 
Cancer hed been showing a fairly continuous rise, but during the last 
few years the rate has been fluctuating, that for 1938 showing an increase 
on 1937. The increase in latter years is not so serious as it wovld 
appear from the crude death rate, for most cancer deaths are of older 


persons, and these now constitute a much larger proportion of the popu-
